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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-12 in the reply filed on 7/8/02 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The reason for allowance of claims 1,3-12 and 29 is the inclusion therein of the 
limitation of the buried layer is doped with an impurity concentration of over 1 X 20 to the 
power of 20, along with the other limitations in claim 1. The closest prior art of record, 
Shinozaki et al., US Patent 4,106,049 discloses the limitations of claim 1, but does not disclose 
the buried layer having an impurity concentration of over 1 X 20 to the power of 20.
